from  the  sessions 
of  the  eighth  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  of  our  Church,  it  seems  but 
natural  that  in  the  page  which  is  al¬ 
lotted  to  the  undersigned,  we  call  at¬ 
tention  to  the  challenge  which  comes 
to  the  entire  Church  from  this  meet¬ 
ing. 

It  was  the  general  opinion  of  dele¬ 
gates  attending  the  above  meeting  that 
it  was  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of 
the  Church.  This  judgment  undoubt¬ 
edly  was  based  on  the  fact  that  lay 
delegates  wfere  in  the  forefront  of 
those  who  encouraged  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Church  to  set  Its  sights 
higher.  The  laymen  moved  and  sup¬ 
ported  a  motion  that  the  apportion¬ 
ment  asking  for  the  next  triennium  be 
set  at  three  million  dollars*  This  was 
several  hundred  thousand  dollars  be¬ 
yond  the  sum  recommended  through 
the  Blue  Book,  Here  was  an  expres¬ 
sion  then  of  faith  and  consecration 
which  greatly  encouraged  the  Boards 
and  agencies,  and  the  administration 
of  the  Church,  We  have  supreme  con¬ 
fidence  that  our  churches  will  in  the 
same  measure  of  faith  support  this 
decision  of  General  Synod,  This  will 
mean  that  we  can,  as  a  Church,  more 
adequately  undergird  the  entire  ex¬ 
panding  program  of  all  of  our  Boards, 
commissions  and  agencies. 

The  General  Synod  furthermore 
voted  to  establish  a  Committee  on 
Vital  Christian  Living.  This  Commit¬ 
tee  is  to  concern  itself,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Boards  and  agencies,  with 
the  responsibility  of  quickening  the 
spiritual  life  of  our  churches,  of  fos¬ 
tering  interest  in  the  evangelistic  task 
of  the  Church  and  of  finding  ways  and 
means  in  cooperation  with  the  auxil¬ 


iary  organisations  of  the  General 
Synod,  such  as  the  Churchmen’s  Broth¬ 
erhood,  the  Women's  Guild  and  the 
Youth  Fellowship,  for  more  active  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  general  program  of 
the  Church  on  the  part  of  our  laity, 
and  in  general  to  stimulate  our  people 
to  more  vital  Christian  living*  It  is 
hoped  that  not  only  Synods,  but  also 
local  congregations,  may  establish  sim¬ 
ilar  committees,  for  unless  the  life  of 
the  local  church  is  quickened,  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  denomination  cannot  go 
forward  and  the  work  of  Christ's 
Church  will  suffer  loss. 

Conscious  that  in  the  period  of 
growth  and  expansion  since  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  and  Reformed  Church  came 
Into  being,  new"  opportunities  of  serv¬ 
ice  and  new  areas  of  responsibility 
have  developed,  General  Synod  also 
authorised  the  appointment  of  a  spe¬ 
cial  committee  to  study  the  entire  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  Church  in  the  interest  of 
efficiency  and  economy.  This  commit¬ 
tee  will  concern  itself  most  earnestly 
with  a  careful  analysis  and  appraisal 
of  our  whole  program. 

It  will  not  be  amiss  in  this  brief 
statement  to  pay  tribute  to  those  who 
have  retired  from  membership  in  the 
official  family  of  the  Church,  To  all 
of  them  the  Church  owes  a  debt  of 
gratitude.  Specifically  we  would  refer 
to  the  retirement  of  Dr.  William  E, 
Lampe  as  Secretary,  Dr.  John  Lentz 
as  First  Vice-President  and  Mr.  Ed¬ 
ward  Dirks  as  Second  Vice-President, 
They  have  faithfully  served  their 
Church.  We  shall  miss  them  in  our 
counsels. 

We  are  living  in  a  time  which  calls 
upon  every  Christian  to  place  his  re¬ 
liance  anew  upon  that  God  who  is  our 
help  and  in  whom  is  our  trust.  Not 
in  the  lifetime  of  any  of  us  have  men 
been  so  conscious  that  their  own  wis¬ 
dom  and  their  own  skills  are  insuffi- 
eent  for  the  solving  of  the  pressing 
problems  which  confront  the  Church 
and  the  nations  of  the  wTorld.  There¬ 
fore  we  will  not  cease  to  put  our  trust 
in  him  with  whom  all  things  are  pos¬ 
sible.  To  the  entire  membership  of 
our  Church  we  extend  heartiest  good 
wishes  for  the  year  which  lies  ahead. 
May  God's  grace  be  revealed  to  you  In 
the  measure  in  which  in  faith  you 
commit  yourself  to  his  keeping. 
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Eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  General  Synod

HISTORY  was  made  in  connection 
with  the  eighth  triennial  session 
of  the  General  Synod  held  from 
June  21  to  28,  in  that  it  was  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Evangelical 
and  Reformed  Church  that  a  meeting 
of  the  highest  judicatory  of  the  Church 
was  held  on  one  of  our  college  cam¬ 
puses.  The  invitation  having  been  ex¬ 
tended  through  Dr.  Norman  E.  Mc¬ 
Clure,  president  of  the  College,  and 

duly  accepted  by  the  General  Synod, 
the  detailed  preparation  proceeded 
apace  so  that  through  the  splendid  co¬ 
operation  of  the 

college  staff  and 

the  officers  and 
committees  of  the 
General  Synod 
everything  was  in 
readiness  by  the 

opening  date. 

The  entire  staff 
and  equipment 
and  all  the  build¬ 
ings  of  the  college 
were  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the 
De.  W.  S.  Schroedee  General  Synod*  A 
Moderator  feeling  of  unity 
and  a  splendid 
camaraderie  were  engendered  among 
the  hundreds  of  delegates  and  visitors 
because  every  one  could  be  housed  and 
dined  and  all  sessions  held  on  the 
campus  or  nearby.  While  praise  must 
he  general  and  not  specific,  it  is  in 
order  to  make  special  acknowledgment 
of  the  all-out  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  the  vice-president  of  the  college, 
Dr.  Donald  Helfferich,  and  the  steward, 
Mr.  James  Morrison. 

Registration  and  Attendance 
The  General  Synod  met  in  historic 
Bomberger  Hall  with  a  registration  of 
160  ministeral  and  160  lay  delegates, 
and  more  than  50  other  delegates  at 
large,  executive  officers  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation  and  heads  of  the  Boards  and 
the  institutions. 

History  wTas  again  made  in  that  it 
was  the  first  meeting  of  a  General 
Synod  to  be  attended  by  a  hand-picked 
group  of  nine  young  people,  all  promi¬ 
nent  in  the  work  of  the  Youth  Fellow¬ 


ship.  They  were  given  voice  but  not 
vote.  In  addition  to  this  group  a  tenth 
young  woman,  high  in  the  service  of 
the  Fellowship,  was  an  accredited  dele¬ 
gate  from  one  of  the  Synods.  Signifi¬ 
cant  of  the  increasing  recognition  ac¬ 
corded  the  women  of  the  Church  was 
the  fact  that  there  were  13  women 
delegates  registered  from  as  many 
Synods,  Having  both  voice  and  vote, 
they  not  only  served  on  important 
committees  but  also  took  an  active 
part  in  the  deliberations  during  the 
meetings. 

It  is  estimated  that  more  than  400 
visiting  ministers  and  lay  members  of 
the  denomination  attended  one  or  more 
sessions  as  observers. 

The  Religious  Convocation 

An  audience  of  2500  worshippers 
packed  the  Patterson  Athletic  Field 
grandstand  on  Sunday  evening,  June 
25,  when  the  Spiritual  Convocation  was 
addressed  by  the  Rev,  John  S.  Stamm, 
D.D.,  President  of  the  Federal  Council 
of  Churches  and  Bishop  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  United  Brethren  Church  on  the 
subject,  "Redemption  through  the 
Spirit,"  An  augmented  choir  from 
the  Valley  Forge  Chapel,  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Marion  G.  Spangler, 
an  alumna  of  the  college,  discoursed 
special  music.

Fraternal  greetings  were  exchanged 
with  the  General  Council  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Christian  Churches  in  ses¬ 
sion  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  with  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Missouri  Luther¬ 
an  Church  in  session  at  Milwaukee, 
WIs.,  both  bodies  meeting  during  the 
same  w’eek.

The  General  Synod  effected  an  or¬ 
ganization  on  the  opening  day  by 
electing  Dr.  Frederick  W.  Schroeder, 
President  of  Eden  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  Webster  Groves*  Mo*,  as  Moder¬ 
ator  and  Rev*  Sheldon  E.  Mackey, 
pastor  of  the  Second  Church,  Reading, 
Pa.,  as  Vice-Moderator* 

Dr*  William  E.  Lampe,  Secretary, 
was  assisted  by  Dr.  Franklin  I*  Sheeder 
and  Dr.  W.  Sherman  Kerschner  as 
Recording  Secretaries*  Mr.  Thomas 
Schlundt  served  as  Roll  Clerk  and  a 
group  of  nearby  pastors  presided  at 
the  registration  desks* 

Briefs  of  Important  Actions 

The  following  were  among  the  many 
significant  actions  taken  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod: 

Dr,  William  E.  Lampe  was  retired 
as  Secretary  of  the  Church  after  a 
fifty  year  ministry,  which  included  a 
succession  of  secretarial  positions  ex¬ 
tending  over  more  than  forty- three 
years.  The  General  Synod  voted  to 
make  him  a  life-member  of  the  body 
in  recognition  of  his  long  service  and 
the  matter  of  a  suitable  pension  for 
him  was  referred  to  the  General  Coun¬ 
cil*  (Dr*  Lampe  passed  away  most 
suddenly  on  August  16,  1950.) 

Strong  resolutions  were  adopted  on 
such  issues  as  race  relations,  the  sepa¬ 
ration  of  Church  and  State,  anti  other 
social  questions  in  the  held  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Social  Action.  The  General  Synod 
reaffirmed  its  “commitment  to  the  goal 
of  a  n on-segregated  church  in  a  n on- 
segregated  society11  and  “called  upon 
Congress  to  take  action,  long  past  due, 
to  end  discrimination  in  housing,  em¬ 
ployment,  schooling  for  the  children, 
exercise  of  the  franchise  and  in  the 
protection  afforded  by  the  courts.'* 

Endorsing  “the  principle  of  federal 
aid  to  public  education"  the  General 
Synod  opposed  “any  effort  bv  Roman 
Catholic  officials  to  secure  public  funds 
to  maintain  a  private  school  ssstem," 
At  the  same  time  the  delegates  recom¬ 
mended  “that  welfare  services,  such  as 
school  lunch  and  health  programs, 
should  he  provided  through  legislation 
and  administered  by  agencies  separate 
from  those  having  to  do  with  assistance 
to  the  schools  themselves  for  educa¬ 
tional  purposes  as  such."  The  General 
Synod  asserted  that  “pupils  of  paro¬ 
chial  schools  do  not  surrender  their 
right  to  share  in  the  services  provided 
for  the  general  welfare  of  children  and 
youth." 

Of  major  importance  was  the  increas¬ 
ing  provision  made  for  the  more  than 
900  ministers  and  widows  who  are 
now  beneficiaries  under  the  former  "E” 


and  “R"  pension  plans.  It  was  voted 
to  increase  their  maximum  pension  to 
$720  for  ministers,  with  60%  thereof 
to  widows* 

A  generous  gesture  in  behalf  of 
ministers  who  are  members  of  the 
Ministers*  Relief  Annuity  Fund  pro¬ 
vides  a  $1000  benefit  for  the  widow  of 
a  member-minister  who  dies  in  active 
service  prior  to  the  age  of  fifty- five. 
This  amount  is  gradually  decreased 
to  $100  until  the  age  of  sixty-five,  which 
is  the  age  of  elig¬ 
ible  retirement.  A 
$1000  minimum 
pension  after  40 
years  of  Minis¬ 
ters'  Relief  An¬ 
nuity  Fund  mem¬ 
bership  was  voted. 

The  equaliza¬ 
tion  feature  was 
eliminated  from 
the  Ministers'  Re¬ 
lief  Annuity  Fund 
structure,  and  the 
ruling  adopted 
that  all  payments 
by  ministers  and 
congregations  be 
credited  to  the  individual  members  on 
wdiose  account  they  are  made.  Also, 
beginning  with  January  1,  1951,  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  congregations  or  support¬ 
ing  agencies  to  the  Ministers*  Relief 
Annuity  Fund  will  be  increased  from 
the  present  5%  to  8%  of  the  equivalent 
of  the  member-ministers'  annual  sal¬ 
ary.  These  changes  in  the  Ministers’ 
Relief  Annuity  Fund  setup  are  de¬ 
signed  to  be  of  special  advantage  to 
low-salaried  ministers. 

The  General  Synod  authorized  the 
Commission  on  Higher  Education  and 
the  General  Council  to  study  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  launching  a  campaign  to 
raise  a  fund  of  $2,500,000  to  aid  the 
two  academies,  eight  colleges  and  three 
theological  seminaries  affiliated  with 
the  denomination.  This  report,  to  be 
made  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod,  shall  include  a  pro¬ 
posed  plan  of  action.  The  work  of 
the  educational  institutions  of  our 
Church  was  emphasized  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  $160,410  voted  them  for  the  com¬ 
ing  tri-ennium* 

The  General  Synod  by  a  strong 
resolution  reiterated  a  previous  stand 
taken  in  opposition  to  the  appointment 
of  an  ambassador  or  of  a  personal  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  the  Vatican  at  Rome* 
This  wras  in  response  to  overtures  from 
many  Synods,  Practically  all  the 
Synods  took  similar  action  at  their 
spring  meetings. 

Authorization  was  given  designating 


Rf.v.  S,  E.  Mackey 
Vlce-M  oderator 
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the  last  Sunday  in  January,  which  is 
the  beginning  of  the  observance  of 
Youth  Week  by  the  United  Christian 
Youth  Movement,  as  denominational 
Youth  Sunday. 

Acting  upon  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  Higher  Education  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  expressed  its  appreciation 
of  the  “intelligent  and  efficient  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  Church  related 
institutions  by  their  executives  and 
Boards'7  The  administrators  were  also 
commended  “for  their  sincere  and 
manifest  interest  in  maintaining  and 
furthering  the  ideals  of  the  Christian 
religion*” 

By  one  of  the  closest  votes  of  the 
entire  week  the  General  Synod  adopted 
a  resolution  approving  the  creation  of 
a  “Commission”  on  Stewardship  to 
replace  the  “Committee”  which  has 
functioned  heretofore.  A  two-thirds 
vote  was  necessary  for  passage  as  it 
involved  a  change  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  Church.  The  final  count  showed 
just  one  vote  in  excess  of  the  number 
required  to  pass.  Selection  of  the 
necessary  personnel  was  referred  to 
the  General  Council, 

Approval  was  given  to  the  entire  re¬ 
port  of  the  Commission  on  Evangelism, 
sanctioning  a  program  calling  for  mem¬ 
bership  reactivation,  assimilation,  in¬ 
tegration  and  conservation  in  1951, 
with  special  emphasis  upon  strengthen¬ 
ing  the  spiritual  foundations  of  both 
the  home  and  the  Church,  and  a  con¬ 
centrated  effort  to  reach  the  un¬ 
churched  during  the  coming  triennium. 
A  communicant  membership  of  753,000 
Is  sought  for,  with  50,000  accessions  in 
1951;  51,000  in  1952  and  52,000  in  1953. 
The  danger  and  the  all  too  prevalent 
practice  of  erasing  members'  names 
from  Church  rolls  without  making  in¬ 
tensive  efforts  at  revitalizing  them 
was  froumed  upon  in  the  report, 

A  resolution  was  presented  which  if 
adopted  w+ould  have  effected  a  change 
in  the  method  of  electing  the  delegates 
to  the  General  Synod  so  as  to  give 
more  persons  an  opportunity  of  at¬ 
tend  mg  the  sessions  and  thus  exercise 
a  voice  and  vote  in  Its  deliberations. 
The  proponents  of  the  idea  felt  that  a 
rotation  in  the  Synodical  delegation 
was  desirable  and  would  prove  advan¬ 
tageous,  However,  the  expressed  op  in 
ion  that  it  would  be  in  the  interest  of 
the  denomination  as  a  whole  to  allow 
the  Synods  to  continue  a  free  choice 
in  electing  their  delegates  seemed  to 
meet  with  favor,  and  the  resolution 
■was  defeated  in  a  voice  vote. 

Only  the  General  Synod  can  act  to 
approve  any  re-aligning  of  congrega¬ 
tions  which  wonld  affect  the  Synod¬ 
ical  boundaries.  Accordingly,  the  Gen¬ 


eral  Synod  approved  the  transfer  of 
the  two  congregations  of  the  Wentz 
Charge  from  Lehigh  to  Philadelphia 
Synod,  the  transfer  of  Emmanuel, 
Lansford,  Pa.,  from  Reading  to  Lehigh 
Synod,  and  the  transfer  of  St,  John’s 
New  Alhin,  Iowa,  Iowa  Synod,  and  St, 
Johns,  Fountain  City,  Wis.,  North  Wis¬ 
consin  Synod,  to  the  Northern  Synod. 

In  Treasurer  Keck's  three  year  re¬ 
port  he  mentioned  that  the  total  re¬ 
ceipts  for  1949  were  $3,714,215.03.  This 
total  included  $2,834,026.50  for  mission¬ 
ary  causes  and  $880,188*53  for  Chris¬ 
tian  World  Service.  Among  the  major 
disbursements  for  the  triennium  were: 

$9 5 G, 5 48 — International  Missions 

$662,705 — National  Missions 

$892,672 — World  Service 

$170,991 — Christian  Education 

$33  5 ,530 — Board  of  Pensions  and  Re¬ 
lief* 

The  General  Synod  approved  the  ac¬ 
tion  relative  to  the  Temple  of  Good 
Will  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  instructed 
the  General  Council  to  continue  this 
contact. 

The  General  Council  was  instructed 
to  appoint  a  Committee  to  study  the 
total  program,  personnel  and  organiza¬ 
tion  of  our  denominational  life  and 
work,  with  a  view  to  possible  changes 
In  the  interest  of  efficiency,  effective¬ 
ness  and  economy,  the  said  Committee 
to  report  periodically  to  the  General 
Council  and  finally  to  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  General  Synod  approved  finan¬ 
cial  aid  not  to  exceed  $300  per  year  to 
women  desiring  to  engage  in  full-time 
Christian  service  as  commissioned 
workers.  This  was  referred  to  the 
General  Council,  with  power  to  act. 

Overtures  to  change  the  number  of 
members  on  the  Board  of  Pensions  and 
Relief  and  on  the  Commission  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Social  Action  were  adopted,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  approval  of  the  General 
Council. 

A  proposed  Decennial  Convention  of 
the  pastors  of  the  Church,  which,  came 
before  the  General  Synod  through  an 
overture,  was  freely  discussed  and 
found  favor  in  some  quarters.  How¬ 
ever,  the  proposal  did  not  have  suffi¬ 
cient  support  to  receive  the  necessary 
votes  for  adoption. 

The  General  Synod  authorized  the 
appointment  of  a  Committee  on  Vital 
Christian  Living  to  seek  to  develop 
and  deepen  the  religious  life  and  min¬ 
istry  of  the  denomination's  2,754  con¬ 
gregations.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  General  Council  wTith  powrer  to 
act. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Budget, 
upon  wrhich  depended  the  amount  to 
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be  apportioned  for  the  denominational 
benevolences  during  the  coming  trien- 
nium,  e voiced  considerable  discussion. 
One  of  the  woman  delegates  in  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  amount  suggested  by  the 
Committee  referred  to  it  as  “anemic 
and  in  need  of  a  transfusion,"  Sev¬ 
eral  other  lay  delegates  spoke  in  the 
same  strain.  The  item  as  amended 
and  finally  adopted  provides  for  a  three- 
year  budget  of  $9,000,000  which  is 
$2,100,000  greater  than  the  budget  for 
the  past  triennium.  In  addition,  the 
Church  proposes  to  raise  $500,000  an¬ 
nually  over  the  same  period  of  time 
for  world  relief  and  reconstruction, 
20  per  cent  of  which  is  to  he  used  for 
reconstruction  of  mission  properties 
damaged  or  destroyed  during  World 
War  IL  The  amount  was  referred  to 
the  General  Council  for  distribution. 

Noting  the  tenor  of  the  highest  judi¬ 
catory  in  the  Church  and  the  enthu¬ 
siasm  of  the  lay  delegates  especially, 
President  Goebel  said  during  the  above 
discussion:  “When  laymen  come  to  the 
platform  and  challenge  the  Church  to 
set  its  sights  higher,  there  is  a  future 
for  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church.'*  This  observation  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  rounds  of  applause.

The  following  members  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council,  having  served  the  con¬ 
stitutional  limit  of  twelve  years  with 
uniform  consecration  and  faithfulness, 
completed  their  term  of  office  with  this 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod:  min¬ 
isters,  Drs.  Gerhard  W,  GTauer,  Paul 
M,  Schroeder,  James  EE.  Wagner;  lay¬ 
men,  Marshall  R.  Anspach,  John  W. 
Mueller,  Henry  J,  Sclilundt,  Leonard 
W.  Swanson.  The  election  for  their 
successors  resulted  as  follows:  min¬ 
isters,  Drs.  John  R.  C,  Haas,  John 
Lents,  Robert  C.  Stanger;  laymen,  Al¬ 
lan  G,  Aigler,  Bellevue,  Ohio;  Herbert 
W.  Beutel,  Dallas,  Texas;  Carl  Bosch, 
Jefferson  City,  Mo.;  Clarence  W.  Hess, 
Akron,  Pa. 

Prior  to  the  opening  session  a 
luncheon  meeting  with  several  con¬ 
ferences  following  sponsored  by  the 
Commission  on  Christian  Social  Ac¬ 
tion,  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Col- 
legeville*  One  of  these  conferences, 
built  around  the  theme  “A  Construc¬ 
tive  Approach  to  the  Foreign  Policy,'* 
was  led  by  Dr.  Richard  M,  Fagley  of 
the  Federal  Council's  Department  of 
International  Justice  and  Good  With 
Another  section  discussed  “The  Next 
Step  in  Race  Relations/'  with  Rev. 
Jefferson  P.  Rogers  as  the  leader.  Dr. 
Elmer  J.  F.  Arndt,  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Christian  Social  Ac¬ 
tion,  presided  at  the  group  conference. 

Sixty-two  ministerial  delegates  oc¬ 
cupied  pulpits  In  neighboring  churches 


within  a  radius  of  the  twenty-five  miles 
of  CoUegeville  on  General  Synod  Sun¬ 
day,  June  25.  All  the  arrangements 
were  effected  by  Rev.  James  W.  Bright, 
Norristow'n,  Pa. 

The  General  Synod  again  referred 
the  matter  of  establishing  central  de¬ 
nominational  headquarters  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council  and  the  Board  of  Business 
Management, 

Pilgrimages  to  nearby  historic 
shrines,  including  several  two-century 
old  churches  and  the  hills  at  Valley 
Forge,  were  arranged  as  a  diversion 
for  the  delegates  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday  afternoons.  A  most  interest¬ 
ing  religious  service  was  held  at  the 
historic  Augustus  Lutheran  Church  at 
Trappe,  Pa.,  with  Dr,  Charles  E. 
Schaeffer  of  Philadelphia  as  one  of  the 
speakers. 

Elaborate  and  expressive  exhibits, 
one  in  the  Library  arranged  by  the 
Department  of  United  Promotion,  and 
others  in  Bamberger  Hall  sponsored  by 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and 
Publication  and  the  Board  of  Business 
Management,  w  ere  visited  by  the  dele¬ 
gates  and  many  visitors  throughout  the 
entire  week. 

Before  the  adjournment  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  Dr,  George  W.  Richards, 
one  of  the  truly  great  churchmen  pro¬ 
duced  by  our  denomination,  made  in 
effect  this  statement:  “I  have  attended 
every  General  Synod  meeting  of  the 
Reformed  Church  and  of  the  Evangel* 
leal  and  Reformed  Church  since  I  was 
ordained  in  1890  with  the  exception  of 
the  one  in  1899  when  I  was  a  student 
in  Germany,  In  all  of  these  years  I 
have  never  been  so  proud  of  my  Church 
as  I  have  been  while  listening  to  the 
transactions  of  this  Synod,  It  has  been 
a  Synod  with  but  one  thought  in  mind 
—to  advance  the  Kingdom  of  God,  The 
actions  that  you  have  taken  have  been 
the  most  progressive  of  any  General 
Synod  that  I  have  attended.  What 
you  have  done  will  do  much  good  for 
God's  cause  and  His  Church.  I  am 
getting  along  in  years  and  it  Is  quite 
possible  that  this  will  be  my  last 
Synod,  but  I  know  God  will  strengthen 
and  bless  you  in  the  tasks  that  you 
have  now  set  up  for  your  selves/* 

Place  of  Next  Triennial  Meeting 

Two  invitations,  one  from  First  and 
Grace  Churches,  Akron,  Ohio,  and  the 
other  from  the  First  Hungarian 
Church,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  were  ex¬ 
tended  as  the  place  for  the  1953  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  General  Synod.  The  The¬ 
ological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa., 
and  Franklin  and  Marshall  College 
united  In  extending  an  invitation  to 
hold  the  1956  meeting  at  Lancaster. 
These  invitations  were  referred  to  the 
General  Council  with  power  to  decide. 


William  E.  Lampe,  Ph.D.,  LL.D.,  D.D. 

In  Memoriam 

DR.  WILLIAM  E.  LAMPE  was  born  at  Frederick,  Md.,  May  23,  1875,  the 
son  of  Christian  Lewis  Charles  and  Mary  Eva  (Babel)  Lampe,  In  1892  he 
graduated  from  the  Frederick  Academy  and  from  the  Princeton  University 
in  1896.  From  1896  to  1898  he  attended  the  Princeton  Theological  Seminary 
and  then  came  to  Lancaster  where  he  graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary 
in  1899*  On  December  28,  1899,  he  married  Anna  Lenora  Thomas  of  Boonsboro, 
Md.,  which  union  was  blessed  with  seven  children. 

In  1900  he  was  ordained  to  the  Christian  ministry  and  was  at  once  com* 
missioned  as  a  missionary  to  Japan.  Returning  to  America  in  1907  he  organized 
the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement  in  the  Reformed  Church  in  1908  and  soon 
became  its  leading  spirit. 

With  characteristic  ardor  he  widened  his  activities,  becoming  a  recognized 
leader  in  his  own  denomination  and  in  many  inter-denominational  bodies,  A 
master  of  detail,  meticulous  to  the  nth  degree,  he  became  the  recording  secretary 
for  many  groups,  organizations  and  movements.  These  included  the  World's 
Sunday  School  Association,  the  Foreign  Missionary  Conference,  United  Mission- 
ary  and  Stewardship  Committee  of  the  Reformed  Church,  Forward  Move¬ 
ment,  Executive  Committee  of  the  Reformed  Church,  General  Synod  and 
General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  and  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Charter  of  the  Church,  He  served  as  President  of  the 
United  Stewardship  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  the  Civic 
League  of  Philadelphia,  a  director  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Pennsylvania 
and  of  America;  a  member  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  and  its  Executive 
Committee  and  of  the  Western  Section  of  the  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches. 
In  none  of  these  activities  w-as  he  an  idle  spectator  but  always  an  active 
participant. 

He  never  spared  himself.  Endowed  with  an  athletic  frame,  a  nervous 
temperament  and  a  soul  on  fire,  he  disciplined  himself  to  hard  labor,  often 
remaining  at  his  desk  into  the  long  hours  of  the  night.  Gifted  with  a  marvellous 
memory,  he  could  recall  speedily  and  accurately  actions  taken  in  the  past,  and 
recite  statistics  and  dates  to  the  amazement  of  his  colleagues.  He  knew  the 
Church  as  few  men  knew  it,  and  w*ith  an  intelligence  unmatched  and  a  zeal 
undaunted  he  wrought  valiantly  in  behalf  of  its  interests. 

His  most  outstanding  characteristic  was  his  conscientiousness.  Deeply 
rooted  in  the  faith,  he  cherished  high  ideals  and  held  firm  convictions.  He  was 
not  always  appreciated  by  his  contemporaries,  wTho  on  occasions  would  differ 
with  him  on  his  opinions  and  conclusions,  but  no  one  ever  questioned  his 
sincerity.  He  was  a  life-long  tither,  and  as  such  he  gave  liberally  of  himself 
and  his  substance  to  the  Lord. 

Those  wTho  attended  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  at  Collegeville,  Pa., 
in  June,  1956,  were  deeply  moved  when  this  great  leader  of  the  Church  announced 
that  he  was  about  to  surrender  his  commission.  The  expressions  of  appreciation 
for  his  long  life  of  service  were  as  genuine  as  they  were  numerous.  On  September 
1  he  would  retire  from  active  service*  During  the  interim  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  had  to  be  published,  and  many  minor  matters  had 
to  be  adjusted.  Then,  on  Wednesday,  August  16,  wTiile  at  luncheon  at  the  Hotel 
Whittier,  the  angel  of  death  passed  over,  God's  linger  touched  him,  and  with 
the  words  “I  am  a  very  sick  man"  upon  his  lips,  he  soon  breathed  his  last. 
Loving  hands  waited  on  him,  but  his  soul  was  gone. 

On  Friday  evening,  August  18,  services  were  held  In  the  First  Evangelical 
and  Reformed  Church,  Philadelphia,  where  be  was  a  faithful  attendant  when 
in  the  city.  The  pastor,  Dr.  John  N.  Bethune,  was  in  charge,  assisted  by  Dr. 
John  0.  Reagle,  an  intimate  friend.  The  sermon  wras  preached  by  Dr.  L*  W. 
Goebel,  the  President  of  the  Church,  <m  the  text,  II  Timothy  4:6-8.  On  the 
following  day  the  remains  were  laid  to  rest  at  Frederick,  Md. 

Thus  closed  the  earthly  career  of  a  good  and  great  man.  With  One  whom 
he  so  faithfully  served  all  his  life  could  be  say:  'T  have  accomplished  the  work 
Thou  gave st  me  to  do." 

"The  strife  is  o'er,  the  battle  done; 

The  victory  of  life  is  won: 

The  song  of  triumph  has  begun.

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Catawba  College  Invites  You 
To  Share  in  Her  Centennial  Celebration

THE  third  oldest  of  the  Christian  liberal  arts  colleges  of  the  Evangelical  and 
Reformed  Church  is  this  year  celebrating  her  Centennial,  One  hundred 
years  of  distinguished  Christian  service  to  the  youth  of  our  Church  and  of 
our  land  is  indeed  a  significant  achievement  and  one  worthy  of  commemoration. 
But  should  this  commemoration  he  merely  a  season  of  reminiscence  and  of 
pride,  it  would  fall  far  short  of  its  true  meaning,  Catawba's  Centennial  Cele¬ 
bration  must  therefore  be  first  and  foremost  a  season  of  thanksgiving — thanks 
to  God  for  his  divine  guidance  and  thanks  to  her  founders  and  builders  for  their 
vision  and  their  faith  and  their  devotion.  And  it  is  this  kind  of  a  celebration 
in  which  all  the  members  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  our  Church, 
are  heartily  and  enthusiastically  invited  to  share. 

With  a  small  beginning  back  in  1851,  when  Catawba  College  first  came  into 
being  in  the  town  of  Newton,  North  Carolina,  she,  today,  stands  among  the  top 
Christian  liberal  arts  colleges  of  her  time.  And  the  progress  which  she  has 
made  in  her  first  century  of  service  is  not  the  result  of  happenstance  or  accident. 
Her  significant  progress  stems  first  from  sound  objectives  and  sacrificial  effort 
on  the  part  of  her  founding  fathers,  followed  by  a  continuing  zeal  and  an  ardent 
faith  on  the  part  of  her  subsequent  builders.  Perhaps  no  school  of  our  Church 
has  been  as  much  an  integral  part  of  her  whole  church  fellowship  as  this 
particular  institution.  Born  out  of  the  dire  need  of  this  southern  segment  of 
our  Church,  the  former  North  Carolina  Classis,  for  Christian  higher  education 
in  general,  and  for  sound  p re-ministerial  training  in  particular,  Catawba  College 
lias  rightly  earned  for  herself  the  descriptive  name  by  wThieh  she  is  so  often 
called:  “A  Bulwark  of  a  Christian  America/' 

But  having  paid  tribute,  and  rightly  so,  to  those  individuals  who  have  been 
directly  responsible  for  her  conception  and  her  growth,  may  we  not  forget  the 
thousands  of  our  own  Church  people,  who  through  the  years,  have  so  devotedly 
supported  her  with  their  prayers,  their  loyalty,  their  time  and  their  material 
gifts*  Without  these,  Catawba  would  not  today  be  celebrating  her  Centennial 
In  behalf,  therefore,  of  her  present  trustees  and  administrative  officers,  Catawba 
College  wishes  to  recognize  a  debt  which  she  can  never  fully  repay — a  debt  to 
her  mother  body,  to  its  administrative  boards,  to  its  congregations,  to  its  clergy, 
and  to  every  member  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  wTho  has  so 
admirably  supported  her  in  the  past  and  who  has  therefore  so  magnificently 
helped  to  bring  her  to  this  significant  century  milestone  of  continuing  and 
enlarging  Christian  service.  Gratitude  rather  than  pride  is,  therefore,  Cataw'ba’s 
Centennial  theme. 

But  let  us  remember  that  every  anniversary*  if  it  is  to  have  any  lasting 
meaning,  must  be  but  a  springboard  to  even  greater  progress  that  lies  ahead. 
In  tune  with  that  philosophy  and  in  anticipation  of  this  Centennial  event, 
Catawba's  present  builders  are  looking  forward  even  more  than  backward. 
Six  years  ago  they  launched  upon  a  development  program  which  w  hen  completed 
will  guarantee  at  least  another  century  of  uninterrupted  and  deeply  meaningful 
Christian  education.  They,  too,  like  the  founding  fathers  of  old,  wTere  chal¬ 
lenged  by  g?meat  things  not  small.  They  too,  were  motivated  by  faith,  resting 
their  man-made  plans  in  the  hands  of  Him,  the  Master  Builder  of  the  World, 
the  Guide  and  Counselor  of  this  Universe  of  Men. 
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“The  School  of  Expanding  Horizons” 


It  la  therefore  with  further  gratitude  that  we  are  privileged  to  report  the 
successful  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  CatawTba’s  current  development  pro- 
gram — a  specific  development  of  her  physical  plant  which  has  entailed  an  expendi¬ 
ture  of  over  one  million  dollars.  This  development  has  given  her  a  central  heating 
plant,  a  very  beautiful  and  comfortable  residence  hall  for  men,  an  infirmary 
and  suppletory  men’s  domitory,  an  expansion  of  her  athletic  facilities  and  a 
doubling  of  her  campus  acreage* 

But  this  is  only  a  beginning!  At  the  last  meeting  of  her  trustees,  the 
second  phase  of  her  development  was  approved,  and  so  today,  on  the  eve  of  her 
Centennial,  she  is  busy  raising  her  second  million.  With  this  she  will  currently 
build  a  new  library,  an  auditorium  and  new*  gymnasium — all  dire  needs  for  her 
expanding  future.

Ordinations 


Ordination  is  the  last  solemn  act  by  which  the  Church  bestows  upon  appli¬ 
cants  the  full  rights  and  privileges  of  Christian  ministers.  Applicants  must  be 
at  least  tiventy-one  years  of  age.  They  may  be  ordained  in  the  congregations 
of  which  they  are  members.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  president  of  the  Synod  of  w'hich  the  applicant  is  a  member.  Only  or¬ 
dained  ministers  shall  serve  in  the  act  of  ordination. 

Ordination  is  usually  dependent  upon  a  call  from  a  charge,  but,  with  the 
approval  of  the  President  of  the  Church,  a  Synod  may  ordain  applicants  when, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Synod,  the  nature  of  their 
work  justifies  ordination. 

The  following  record  of  Ordinations  includes  all  those  that  were  officially 
reported  to  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Church  either  by  the  officiating 
committees  or  by  the  presidents  of  the  Synods.  They  cover  the  period  ending 
August  1,  1950.  It  happens  every  year  that  some  ordinations  are  not  reported 
in  time  to  be  included,  wdth  the  result  that  the  editors  are  sometimes  censured 
without  reason. 

Ministers  are  again  reminded  that  the  figures  appearing  in  connection  with 
their  names  in  the  Register  of  Ministers  indicate  the  year  of  ORDINATION  and 
not  the  year  of  GRADUATION  from  a  seminary,  in  a  number  of  instances  these 
years  are  not  identical.

STUDENTS  FOR  THE  MINISTRY 

Herewith  is  presented  n  summary,  by  Synods,  of  the  number  of  students  for  the 
ministry  as  found  on  the  Congregational  Statistical  Reports  for  the  year  1949.

THE  following  is  a  record  of  the  ministers  of  the  Church  who  passed  to  their 
reward  from  September  1,  1949,  to  August  25,  1950*  Just  as  the  thirty-nine 
listed  in  the  1950  Year  Book  represented  the  smallest  number  of  deaths  on 
record  for  a  given  year,  so  the  fifty-seven  hereinafter  listed  is  perhaps  the 
largest  number.

The  Presidents 

OF  THE  THIRTY-FOUR  SYNODS 

NINE  new  presidents  were  elected  at  the  spring  meetings  of  the  Synods, 
Two  of  these  were  elevated  from  the  vice-presidency  to  succeed  their 
presidents  who  found  it  necessary  to  relinquish  their  office,  one  be¬ 
cause  of  ill  health  and  the  other  because  he  removed  beyond  the  bounds 
of  the  Synod.  The  Synods  electing  new  presidents  were  California,  Da¬ 
kota,  Central  Pennsylvania,  Lancaster,  Pacific  Northwest,  Southeast  Ohio, 
South  Illinois,  Southwest  Ohio  and  West  New  York,  As  has  been  the  case 
for  three  years  past,  every  president  is  the  pastor  of  a  church,  and  every 
one  is  a  man  of  light  and  leading  in  his  Synod, 

The  pictures  of  the  presidents,  together  with  their  addresses  and  the 
Synods  they  serve,  are  given  herewith.  Their  complete  addresses  may  be 
found  in  the  Register  of  Ministers,  and  the  Rosters  of  the  Synods  Indicate 
the  extent  of  their  Jurisdiction. 

“The  president  of  a  Synod  shall  have  been  a  member  of  the  Synod  for 
not  less  than  three  years  and  a  minister  of  the  Church  for  not  less  than 
five  years.  ,  ,  .  The  term  of  office  for  the  officers  of  the  Synod  shall  be 
two  years.  After  two  full  terms  of  office  the  president  and  vice-president 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  themselves/'  (By-laws,  Art.  5,  Sec.  57.)

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Review  of  the  1949  Statistics 


A  NET  gain  of  7,726  brought  our  total  communicant  membership  as  of 
December  31,  1950,  up  to  726,361.  The  accessions  for  the  year  were:  by 
confirmation,  21,317  vs,  20,908  in  1948;  by  transfer,  13*196  vs.  12,601;  by 
renewal,  13*697  vs.  13,304,  Total  accessions,  48*210  vs,  46,813  in  1948*  The  losses 
i'or  the  year  were:  by  death,  11*677  vs.  11*449  in  1948;  by  transfer*  11,491  vs* 
11,315;  by  erasure,  16,735  vs,  18,685*  Total  losses,  39,903  vs.  41,149  in  1948. 
Noteworthy  items  were  the  gains  in  every  column  under  Accessions  and  the 
substantial  decrease  of  1*546  in  the  number  of  erasures.  This  is  as  it  should  be* 
The  total  accessions  in  1949  exceeded  the  total  Josses  by  8*307,  compared  with 
5*364  in  1948. 

A  matter  wThich  gives  us  pause  is  the  fact  that  eight  Synods  reported  net 
losses  in  membership  in  1949,  They  are  Dakota,  Lehigh*  Magyar,  Michigan- 
Indiana,  North  Illinois,  North  Wisconsin,  Pittsburgh  and  West  New’  York.  A 
fact  even  more  challenging  in  these  years  of  the  United  Evangelistic  Advance 
is  that  256  of  our  2,754  congregations  did  not  have  a  single  accession  during 
1949,  and  1,090  congregations  registered  no  net  increase  in  membership.  This* 
however,  indicates  improvement  over  1948,  when  there  were  1,298  congregations 
not  having  a  single  accession  during  the  year.  The  average  membership  of  the 
congregations  was  264  as  compared  wuth  260  in  1948*  In  1946  it  was  254* 

The  number  of  pastors  at  the  end  of  the  year  wras  1*791  and  the  ministers 
without  charge,  676,  or  a  total  of  2,467  ministers  vs,  2*442  in  1948.  The  number 
of  pastors  has  increased  since  the  statistical  summary  was  made.  Tlie  number 
of  charges  increased  by  12  to  a  total  of  2,078*  but  the  number  of  congregations 
dropped  by  12  to  a  total  of  2,754.  The  year  was  marked  by  a  large  number  of 
consolidations  of  several  weak  congregations  located  near  each  other*  as  well  as 
by  the  dissolution  of  some  multiple  congregation  charges  into  their  constituent 
units*  each  now  representing  a  separate  charge.  A  splendid  increase  was  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  total  number  of  members  communing  from  596,049  in  1948*  to  606,551 
in  1949. 

Following  an  appreciable  loss  in  the  Church  School  enrollment  In  1948,  the 
pendulum  swung  in  the  other  direction  in  1949,  when  the  total  enrollment 
increased  from  436,512  to  455*880*  or  an  increase  of  19,368*  or  almost  5%.  The 
average  attendance  also  mounted  from  265*966  to  274,475*  a  gain  of  8,509,  or 
slightly  more  than  3%.  The  average  attendance  in  1949  was  60%,  which  was 
slightly  belowr  the  1948  average. 

Encouraging  increases  in  the  Christian  grace  of  giving  are  noted  both  in 
the  benevolences  and  in  the  current  expenses.  For  the  second  year  in  succession 
the  receipts  for  the  Apportionment  exceeded  the  $2,000,000  mark,  the  increase 
over  1948  being  about  $10,000  according  to  the  congregational  reports  submitted. 
A  sad  reflection  is  that  the  contributions  for  World  Service  dropped  about 
$12*000*  However*  the  total  benevolences  mounted  from  $3,923,835  to  $4,053,513. 
The  congregations  also  gave  considerable  attention  to  the  ridding  of  their  prop¬ 
erties  of  debt,  the  total  contributed  for  this  purpose  being  $1,124*369,  The  grand 
total  in  the  Current  Expenses  column  was  $11,362,947*  and  for  Total  Congrega¬ 
tional  Expenses  the  Church  contributed  $19,902,507.  A  new  high  is  represented 
in  the  grand  total  of  $19*902,507  for  all  benevolences  of  the  Church.  This  exceeds 
the  previous  year’s  total  by  more  than  two  and  a  half  million  dollars. 

Anyone  w  ho  studies  the  congregational  statistical  reports  will  be  impressed 
by  the  great  amount  of  improving  and  renovating  of  church  properties,  the  build¬ 
ing  of  new  churches  and  the  purchasing  or  building  of  parsonages.  This  is 
reflected  in  the  increase  of  more  than  $1,000,090  in  the  parsonage  valuation  and 
of  almost  $17,000,000  in  the  value  of  all  other  church  buildings.  The  total  valua¬ 
tion  of  the  latter  is  set  at  $128,406,473,  and  of  the  parsonages  at  $15,234,434.  One 
would  therefore  naturally  expect  the  increase  in  the  total  indebtedness  from 
$3,673*826  to  $5*296*949. 

On  the  basis  of  the  membership  of  718,635  at  the  beginning  of  1949  and  of 
the  contributions  for  the  same  year,  the  per  capita  giving  for  benevolences  was 
$5,64  and  for  current  expenses  $27*70*  or  a  grand  total  of  $33.34*

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The  Statistical  Tables  of  the  Congregations 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31*  1949 

nnHERE  are  games  in  which  the  contestants  vie  with  each  other  not  so  much 

in  gaining  the  greatest  number  of  points  as  in  keeping  their  score  as  low 

as  possible,  and  the  one  with  the  lowest  score  is  declared  the  winner. 

In  a  sense,  the  securing  of  the  congregational  statistical  reports  is  such  a 
contest,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Statistician  of  the  Church  are  always  directed 
toward  having  the  smallest  possible  number  of  non-reporting  congregations. 
There  were  62  such  congregations  in  1947  and  7$  in  1948,  What  of  1949?  It 
is  again  with  sincere  regret  that  in  1949  the  number  mounted  to  81,  of  which 
number  67  congregations  were  without  pastoral  leadership.  The  circumstance 
that  passes  all  comprehension  is  the  fact  that  the  remaining  14  congregations 
were  served  by  full-time  pastors,  one  of  whom  was  even  the  president  of  liis 
Synod !  I  Some  of  these  were  addressed  as  often  as  six  times,  but  to  no  avail. 
Six  Synods  lacked  from  one  to  three  reports  of  attaining  the  100%  goal,  which 
makes  one  wonder  whether  a  still  more  intensive  effort  on  the  part  of  all 
concerned  might  have  secured  better  results. 

The  81  non -reporting  congregations  are  distributed  among  the  Synods  as 
follows:  California,  3;  Dakota,  26;  Iowa,  3;  Magyar,  4;  Michigan-Indiana,  3; 
Missouri  Valley,  5;  Nebraska,  8;  Northern,  6;  North  Illinois,  1;  Northwest 
Ohio,  6;  North  Wisconsin,  5;  Pacific  Northwest*  3;  Rocky  Mountain,  1;  South¬ 
east  Ohio,  2;  South  Illinois,  2;  Southwest  Ohio,  2,  and  West  NewT  York,  1. 

Sixteen  Synods  attained  the  100%  goal,  which  number  was  the  same  in 
1948,  However,  in  1947  there  were  21,  The  order  in  wThich  the  16  Synods 
attained  the  goal  follows:  Mercersburg,  Southern,  South  Wisconsin,  New  York, 
Lehigh,  Northeast  Ohio,  East  Pennsylvania,  Lancaster,  Susquehanna,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Reading,  Kansas  City,  Texas,  Central  Pennsylvania,  South  Indiana  and 
Pittsburgh.  Be  it  said  to  the  credit  of  all  concerned  that  this  record  wTould 
not  have  been  possible  without  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  officers  of  the 
Synods,  especially  in  the  first  and  last  Synods  named. 

Special  mention  is  made  and  credit  given  to  those  laymen  and  women  in 
approximately  270  vacant  congregations  who  labored  faithfully,  many  of  them 
against  great  odds,  in  preparing  their  reports,  but  who  w'ere  determined  that 
their  congregations  should  be  counted  on  the  right  side.  May  something  of  a 
blessing  be  theirs,  along  wTith  a  keen  satisfaction  they  must  feel,  for  duty  done 
plus.  This  again  demonstrates  that  ivhere  there  is  the  will  there  is  a  way,  and 
definitely  challenges  those  indifferent  pastors  and  congregations  whose  reports 
(some  perennially)  are  again  among  the  missing.  It  is  not  too  early  to  think 
in  terms  of  preparing  the  1950  reports.  The  blanks  will  again  be  mailed  late 
in  December. 

The  Statistician  of  the  Church,  wfho  has  shared  with  the  Secretary  the 
responsibility  of  securing  and  compiling  the  annual  statistics  and  has  also 
served  as  Editor  of  the  Year  Book,  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  his 
gratitude  for  and  appreciation  of  the  generous  measure  of  whole-hearted  co¬ 
operation  he  has  received  and  enjoyed  from  Church  officials,  pastors,  con¬ 
gregations,  synodical  officers,  heads  of  institutions  and  many  others  during 
his  seven  years  of  service.

This  School  of  Theology,  the  oldest  in  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church, 
was  founded  in  1825.
